heTts' and a cock, and these birds war 
libepiiteff - : f>y person's vitb whom tht 
Commission had made arrangements, 
on lands controlled by them. 

Reports from 73 counties show an in 
crease of 2M<6 birds, which indicates 
a gratifying condition and places the 
number of these splendid game bird;- 
at liberty in Kentucky at something 
ubtfve six thousand.
